WASHINGTON, (lp) — President 
Roosevelt will appoint investigators 
today to determine why neither the 
Army nor Navy was “on the alert 
against surprise air attacks on Ha- 
waii” when Japan tried on Dec. 7 
to knock out the United States be- 
fore war began. 

The Japanese failed. But Secre- 
tary of Navy Frank Knox revealed 
publicly yesterday the near ap- 
proach to disaster at Pear] Har- 
bor. Punishment for delinquents—if 
any—will be quick and _ probably 
drastic. 

Knox’ quickie investigation in Ha- 
Wall, upon which his report was 
based, meshed perfectly with an 
expose of the Axis pattern of sur- 
prise attack which Mr. Roosevelt 
outlined in a radio address after 
Japan struck. “Without warning,” 
was the President’s prediction. The 
chronology shows that almost four 
hours atter Japanese airplanes ap- 
peared over Pearl Harbor, the Jap- 
anese foreign minister was telling 
American Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew in Tokyo that Japan earn- 
estly desired peace in the Pacific.

BLACKOUT INSTRUCTIONS — 


The County Council of Defense announces a test black- 
out to be conducted in El Dorado County Monday evening, 
sometime between the hours of six o’clock and ten o’clock. 

The following instructions will apply Monday night and 
will remain permanently in effect unless changed by order of 
the Council of Defense which will conduct the blackouts 
under its Law Enforcement Chairman. Sheriff George M. 
Smith. 

No bombings are anticipated here, but blackouts within 
a radius of several hundred miles of San Francisco are being 
ordered by the Army to protect focal and strategic points 
such as air fields, highways, bridges and residential areas, to 
the end that the lights of distant cities may not be used by 
the enemy for locating objectives. 

Blackout Signals 

Alert—Six blasts of the siren, each of 30 seconds dura- 

tion. (Blackout all lights on this signal.) 


All Clear—One long blast on the siren. (One minute dur- 
ation. 


(Clip this information and keep it handy) 

City fire trucks will be stationed at Canal and Bee 
Streets and on South Washington Street near the Hocking 
home. They will join in giving the blackout alarm and will 
answer from those points such fire calls as may come. 

This will apply for the test, and for all blackouts. 

Instructions 

All street lights will be extinguished through authority 

set up by the Council of Defense. 
All outside lights in the business and residential area: 
\Street lights, decoration lights, Christmas tree lights, Neon 
signs, lights in store windows, skylights and particularly res- 
idential porch lights, will be extinguished on the sounding 
of the “Alert” signal.

The bomb will burn for about 15 mizx- 
utes if left alone, only about 2 minutes undera fine water 
soray. AJjet splash, stream or bucket of water will make 
it explode. 

Under raid conditions, keep a bathtub and buckets full of 
water for the use of the fire department in case water mains 
are broken. 

If you have a soda-and-acid extinguisher (the kind you turn 
urside down), use it with your finger over the nozzle to make a 
soray. Don’t use the chemical kind (small cylinders of liquid) 
on bombs, It is all right for ordinary fires. 

But above all, keep cool, stay home. 

Choose one member of the family to be the home air-raid 
warden—who will remember all the rules and what to do. 
Mother makes the best. 


WINDOWS 


Glass shatters easily, so stay away from windows. 

Don’t go to windows and look out, in an air raid. It isa 
dangerous thing, and helps the enemy. The Air Raid Ward a 
is out there watching for you. Again we say, get off the streets 
if planes come over. 

_ At night, there is danger of being caught in blast from explo- 
Sives. 
_ Antiaircraft fire means falling shrapnel. You are safe from 
it indoors, away from windows. It’s more important to shell a 
plane than it is to see it from a window. 

Stay in your refuge room, away from windows. That is the 
safest place. Go there at the first alarm; stay there until the 
“all clear’’. 

Above all, keep calm. Stay home. Put out lights... Lia 
down. Stay away from windows. Do not say we are re- 
peating; we would rather repeat until we bore you than have 
you forget. 

You can do all those things without any special equipment 
other than what you have now in your home. 

You can help lick the Japs, with your bare hands, if you will 

do just those few, simple things, 
Be a good fellow and follow instructions and keep well. Do 
not be a wise guy and get hurt. 
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00 PUT OUT LIGGTs 


Whether or not black-out is ordered, don’t show more light 
than is necessary. If planes come over, put out or cover all 
lights at once—don’t wait for the black-out order. The light 
that can’t be seen will never guide a Jap. Remember a candie 
light may be seen for miles from the air. 

If you have portieres, overdrapés, or curtains, arrange a 
double thickness over your windows. Blankets willdo. Ifyou 
have heavy black paper, paste it on your windows. Don’t 
crowd or stampede stores to get it, however. You probably 
have everything you need at home. Be ingenious—improvise. 

Should you get an air-raid warning, remember to shut off 
gas stoves, gas furnaces. ,

Prepare one room, the one with the least window glass, in the 
strongest part of your house, for a refuge room. Put food and 
drinking water in it. Puta sturdy table in it. Put mattresses 
and chairs init. Take a magazine or two and a deck of cards 
into it.

If vou have a portable radio, take that too. Above all, keep 
calm. Stay at home. Put out lights. 


6. YOU CAN HELP 


Strong, capable, calm people are needed to man the volunteer 
se vices. Ifyou want to help, there are lots of opportunities. 

If you know first aid, and have a certificate, there is an imme- 
diate job for you. If you are a veteran, or a former volunteer 
or regular fireman, or policeman, there is work for you. Ifyou 
have no special skills but are strong and husky, there is a job for 
you in rescue squads, road-repair units, or demolition and 
clearance squads. If you have and can drive a car, you may be 
needed for drivers’ corps. Older Boy and Girl Scouts over 15 
can help as messengers. Both men and women are needed. 

Here’s how to get started: 

If there’s a Civilian Defense Volunteer Office in your com- 
munity, call there and ask where to report. If not, call your 
local Defense Council or Committee, or the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Phone and ask where to report, rather than going in 
person.

a Japanese fifth column was so 


spectacularly successful in its pre-_ 


attack efforts in Hawaii. 

“It was the most successful fifth 
column work that’s come out of this 
war, except in Norway,” Knox told 
questioners, mentioning that Jap- 
anese airmen directed a tremend- 
out attack on the old and non-com- 
batant Utah which was moored 
where an aircraft carrier normal- 
ly would have been found. The at- 
tackers evidently knew well what 
they sought and where to look for 
it. The authorities thought they 
had dealt with the fifth column 
threat in Hawaii but it was evident 
that they failed there. 

From the projected investigation 
may come a service scandal with- 
out parallel. Or the investigating of- 
ficials may finally determine that 
Hawaiian officers were guilty neith- 
er of errors of judgment nor dere- 
liction of duty. But if someone’s 
judgment was at fault, that officer 
probably will not have opportunity 
again to make a mistake as a com- 
bat commander. And if dereliction 
of duty is discovered, punishment 
will be prompt and vigorous. 

Congress is expected to accept 
the executive branch’s decision to 
conduct the investigation with an 
informal understanding that a con- 
gressional inquiry may follow.
